day, his majesty, addressing tho offi- 
cers, said : 


"[ felt grief at sending you to the field 


of liattle, and therefore delayed action 
>js Ions; as possible, hesitating to shed 
your blood, but now that tbe honor of 
Russia is attacked, I am convinced you 
will all to the last man know how to 
vindicate it. May God be with you. 1 
wish you complete success. F.ireivcll 
until your return." 


Prince Gortschakoff's circular dis- 


patch which was committed to the 
powers yesterday, states that in seeking 
to obtain by arms what Kurope vainly 
endeavored to secure by peaceful means, 
Russia believes she furthers the inter- 
ests of Kurope. 


Princo Gortschakoff sent the follow- 


ing, dated April 21, to the Turkish 
Charge d'Affairs here: 


NEW ORLEANS, April 24.—At 1- 


m. the United States troops moved out 
of the Orleans Hotel, going in the di- 
rection of the barracks. 


As the cathedral clock struck 12 to- 


day a detachment of tho 3d ^infantry, 
under command of Lieut. Col. J. K. 
Brooke, marched out of the Orleans 
Hotel, passed up Charires street to St. 
Louis street, and out St. Louis street 
to the river, whore they embarked on a 
steamboat for tho barracks. About 
100 men from other regiments assera- 
bled on tha opposite side of the eircet 
to see their comrades move. 
When 


tEc infantry band began to play a few 
hundred persons gathered on the street 
along the line of march, bat there was 
not the slightest demonstration of any 
kind. On the galleries of the St. Louis 
and Orleans Hotels stood a few adher- 
ents of Gov. Packard looking at the 
movement of the troops and the people 
below.

Those who should prefer to remain may 
consider themselves assured of the full 
protection of the laws."
